walkway, and took a final dive pre- | 


paratory to leaving the lake for the 
dressing room. It was fifteen minutes 
until 6 o'clock. He dived to the 
bottom. ‘a 

As his fingers groped about they came 
in contact with a human leg. He 
bobbed at once to the surface, fright- 
ened. “There’s a dead boy down 
there,” he exclaimed to E. C. Hack- 
ney, of 75 McAfee street, who stood 
wpon the platform ready to dive. Hack- 
ney plunged in. He, too, struck the 
body, then came to the top as quickly 
as Bussey. 

Notify Life-Saver. 

Hackney and Bussey, climbing upon 
the boards, implored others of the big 
crowd of bathers to dive down and 
rescue the body. When no one would 
help Bussey and Hackney swam to the 
center of the lake, where they notified 
Harry Walker, a park life-saver, of 
their tragic find. 

Walker rowed to the spot. By this 
time a great crowd had gathered on 
the board walk. Hackney and Bussey 
began diving for the drowned boy. 

Hackney was first to relocate the 
body. He swam to the top of the 
water holding the victim by the right 
lez. The life-saver and Bussey helped 
him lift it upon the platform. The 
form was stiff and rigid, death hav- 
ing set in long before the discovery. 

An ambulance was summoned from 
the Greenberg & Bond undertaking es- 
tablishment. While the machine was 
on its way to the lake physicians and 
professional life-savers worked des- 
perately to resuscitate the lad. Every 
available method of restoration was 
employed to no avail. Even the lung 
motor of - the ambulance apparatus 
failed to regain life. 

Many Weep at Sight. 

The tiny figure was stretched upon 
the grassy slope that runs up from 
the lake, where it was in plain view of 
the hundreds of pleasure-seekers who 
had sought an afternoon's escape from 
the heat in the shady retreats of the 
lakeside. Many girls and women broke 
tears at the sight of the 
tragic spectacle and were led, sob- 
bing, away. 

At first the dead youngster was un- 
identified. Smatl boys peered fear- 
fully to see if they could recognize 
him. A lad whose name was not w- 
tained said he believed him to be Roy 
Culpepper, who worked at the Keel) 
company on Whitehall street. Beyond 
that ‘he remained untdentified until 
long after he had been removed to 
the Greenberg & Bond undertaking 
Pee ne knows how the l his 
fate. No one seemed to him. 
Whether or not hepwas accompanied 
on his trip to the park is unknown. 
The first intimation of the tragedy was 
when Bussey's fingers came in contact 
with the lifeless figure in the lake bot- 
tom. It is the presumption that he 
could not swim and, slipping into the 
water in the midst of the big crowd 
of. bathers, went. beyond his depth, 
sinking before he could cry for help. 

Dead for an Hour. 

Physicians declared that he had been 
dead an hour before’ the discovery. 
The. water at the point where he met 
death is less than seven or eizht feet 
deep. It is one of the most popular 
diving spots in the lake. 

The body was brought to 
an effort made at identification. 
Greenberg & Bond Co. located 
parents at Hapeville, where they 
notified about 8:15 o’clock. They 
just left the supper table and 
awaiting the boy’s return. 

The father is A. F. Culpepper, a car- 
penter of moderate circumstances. The 
mother and father were rushed into 
the city in the automobile of their 
family physician» Upon reaching the 
candle-lit chapel where the body lay 
upon the bier, the mother broke into 
cries of anguish. 

Kneeling before the veil-clad bier, 
she clasped her hands, wringing them, 
and lifting up her voice in choking

Saturday the 
Keeley company observed its first 
weekly half-holiday of the summer 
season. Royal Lee, having bought a 
bathing suit a short time. before, de- 
cided to spend his holiday in the water 
at Piedmont.

GRIME WAVE KEEPS 
POLIGE VERY BUSY 


Six Hold-Ups and Seven 
Other Robberies Reported 
Late Friday Night and 
During Saturday. 


Crime swept Atlanta during Friday 
night and throughout Saturday, and 
the police were baffled by six bold 
hold-ups and seven other robberies. In 
one of the hold-ups an Atlanta po- 
liceman came near being the victim of 
a big burly negro, only saving him- 
self by quick action in getting his 
gun on the negro bandit. 

Early Saturday morning Policeman 
J. T. Laseter, whose beat is on De- 
catur street, was. approached by a 
ig negro with an open knife. The 
black was hiding in a dark place on 
Hardy _ street, near the Seaboard 
tracks, from which place he made his 
attack on the policeman. 

The highwayman probably did not 
recognize Laseter to be a policeman, 
as he donned a slouch hat after going 


off duty. 

The policeman quickly flashed his 
light and gun in the black’s face and 
ordered him to close his knife. Lase- 
ter placed. the negro under arrest, and 
sent him to police headquarters for de- 
tention. 

Two Daring Hold-tU ps. 

Two daring hold-ups occurred in the 
broad daylight Saturday, when two ne- 
groes went on a rampage in the neigh- 
borhood of Edgewood avenue and Pied- 
mont avenue. First they held up‘an- 
other negro, named Will Jennings, of 
422 North avenue, at the corner of 
Armstrong street and Piedmont ave- 
nue, robbing the black of $3.75. 

A few minutes later, about 12:50, on 
Fort street, between Auburn and Edge- 
wood avenues, two negroes answering 
the same descriptions as the above 
two, held up, at the point of a pistol, 
and robbed Frank Thomas, a young 
white boy, who was on his way home 
to dinner from his work at 288 Edge- 
wood avenue.

RIOTS PROVOKED 
BY UNION ORDERS 


2,000 Miners Revolt Against 

Federation at Butte and 
Cause Reign of Terror. 
Seceders Attack Parade. 


Butte. Mont., June 13.—Rioting in- 
cident to a revolt of 2,000 union men 
against the orders of their organiza- 
tion continued tonight, despite the 
armed rule set over the city after a 
series of riots during the celebration 
of the minuers’ union day. 

All saloons were closed and hard- 
ware stores were cleared of arms and 
ammunition by the police, while extra 
guards were stationed throughout the 
city. 

To Dynamite Safe. 

When order seemed to be restored 
with darkness and the extra precau- 
tions against further violence, a crowd 
of miners, surrounded by the police, 
started to pull the safe of the Western 
Federation of Miners down Main street 
to keep it out of the hands of rioters 
tonight. Four hundred men took the 
safe from the federation members and 
the police guard, put it on a wagon 
and carted it away and announced 
thev were going to dynamite it. 

Trouble began when a parade start- 
ed in celebration of the establishment 
of a union. More than 2,000 men, dis- 
gruntied by heavy assessments, refused 
to recognize the Western Federation 
of Miners any longer. Under the lead- 
ership of organizers of the Industrial 
Workers of the World the seceders 
attacked the parade, composed of more 
than half the labor bodies of Buite. 

The parade was broken up and 
speaking exercises in a theater were 
abandoned because of stormy street 
scenes. Then the rioters moved on the 
union hall in the center of the city. 
Every piece of furniture in the build- 
ing was demolished and thrown into 
the streets. 

Acting Mayor Injured. 

Acting Mayor Frank Curran. a so- 
cialist, appealed to the rioters to dis- 
perse. He was thrown from a second 
story window to the pavement and re- 
moved to a hosPital, severely injured, 

Ten thousand persons watched the 
demonstration. Policemen and sheriff's 
deputies were powerless. Chief of Po- 
lice Murphy sent out officers to close 
all saloons. Half a dozen saloonkeep- 
ers who refused to obey were taken 
to jail. Hardware stores were ordered 
to secrete all Zins and ammunition. 
and a prize fight was forbidden. 

The disgruntled miners held a meet- 
ing tonight to form a new union under 
the Industrial Workers of the World.

It can be stated on the highest au- 
thority that the American delegates at 
no time have suggested the name of 
General Villa or General Carranza and 
that they never intend to do so. They 
think some one whom the constitu- 
tionalists wil] trust should be placed 
in power, but don’t themselves favor a 
man who is so violently partisan that 
he might be guided by prejudices in the 
performance of his functions. 

The American delegates have not 
yet suggested all the names which 
they think might be considered, but 
today’s discussion showed them that 
Mexicans of prominence who have been 
active in the constitutionalist party 
will meet with serious opposition from 
the Huerta delegates. There are no 
indications that an agreement will be 
reached on the provisional president 
for many days at least, also there is 
likely to be an early agreement on the 
organization and form of the new gov- 
ernment. 

Various Plans Proposed. 


Various plans are before the media- 
tors, a commission of five with one ex- 
ecutive ajunta de gobierno, or council 
of three, and a provisional president 
and four .cabinet ministers. 

The last will be insisted the 
Mexicans as more nearly in conform- 
ity with that provided by the Mexican 
constitution. The American delegates 
realize the importance of form in this 
connection, and will probably offer no 
objection to that kind of an admin- 
istration. The Mexican delegates re- 
ceived during the day the formal an- 
Swer of the United States to their in- 
Guiry concerning the embargo on 
arms by sea. ‘Lhe American govern- 
ment declared its regret thet the An- 
tilia, by a misunderstanding, should 
have obtained clearance papers which 
permitted it to land arms at Tampico 
for the constitutionaiists, but called 
attention to the strict orders which 
now are in effect prohibiting exporta- 
tions of arms to Mexico. 


WASHINGTON EXPECTS 
DEFINITE RESULTS. 


Washington, Juné 13.—Further defi- 
nite results in the Mexican mediation 
conference at Niagara Falls are look- 
ed for by officials of the Washington 
SOvernment early next week, their 
conclusions being based on communi- 
cations received from the American 
representatives who were in touch 
with secretary Bryan late today. 

NO word of any actual progress at 
the Joint conference today was re- 
ceived by officials here, but it was

The 
president expressed satisfaction over 
this actual achievement in the nego- 
tiations. Secretary Bryan again reit- 
erated in his insistent declaration late 
in the day that the peace negotiations 
were progressing satisfactorily. 


Towne Represents H uerta. 


The fact that the Huerta govern- 
ment has an active representative in 
Washington working for the best In- 
terests of the dictator in the progress 
of mediation became known today 
when it developed that Charles A. 
Towne, a New York attorney, and 
former United States senator from 
Minnesota, had been retained by the 
Mexico City regime. Mr. Towne 
been in Washington several davs. has 
had two conferences with President 
Wilson and today was tn communica- 
tion with Secretary Bryan. He plans 
to see President Wilson again tomor- 
row. The New York attorney also 
was in touch during the day with the 
Mexican delegates at Niagara Falls. 

Mr. Towne late today issued a state- 
ment expressing approval of the sign- 
ing of the first protocol, but also de- 
claring that the matter of choosing the 
personnel of the provisional vgovern- 
ment, particularly the man for the 
presidency, was the gravest problem 
before the mediators, and that the 
situation at the present time was 
“tense and delicate.”’ The Huerta 
counsellor would not discuss’ the

It is argued from 
the Huerta standpoint that he first 
vielded to the demand for his elimina- 
tion. and that he thereby yielded the 
stipulation of his commissioners that 
he be permitted to name a secretary 
of foreign affairs who succeeds him 
as president and then name the pro- 
visional government to be selected by 
the mediation conference. For the 
Huerta government to agree that a 
constitutionalist should be made ‘pro- 
visional president, the dictator's 
friends hold, would avail nothing, be- 
cause the worst they could expect if 
thev should fight the constitutional- 
4sts to the end-would be a Carran- 
vista succession to the government. 

Whether there will be any vielding 
on the part of the United States in 
ita conception of the scheme to be 
followed in the formation of the pro- 
visional government could not be 
learned. That official conferences 
bearing on this point would be held 
here tomorrow seemed probable.

WEBB TELLS MEANING 
OF LABOR EXEMPTION 


Washington, June 13.—“There is not 
& provision in the anti-trust bill which 
can be tortured into meaning that vio- 
lence, coercion or intimidation are au- 
thorized or countenanced,” said Rep- 
resentative Webb, of North Carolina, 
chairman of the house jndiciary com- 
mittee, in a statement today regarding 
the house omnibus trust bill now pend- 
ing in the senate. He gave the of- 
ficial version of the development of the 
labor exemption clause. 

“The framers of the Sherman law.’ 
Representative Webb said, “never in- 
tended to place labor organizations and 
farmers’ organizations under the ban 
of that law. The existence of a labor 
or farmers’ union never has been un- 
lawful and is not unlawful today, but 
it was desired to place in the statutory 
law of the country a recognition of the 
rights of these organizations to exist 
and carry out their lawful purposes. 

“After the original section 7 of the 
anti-trust bill was drawn, certain rep- 
resentatives of labor contended that 
the section did not give labor all it 
was entitled to. Finall we agreed to 
add to what we already had provided 
the labor plank as adopted in the Bal- 
timore democratic convention that such 
organizations, orders or associations or 
their members should not be held il- 
legal combinations in restraint of trade 
under the anti-trust laws. This added 
nothing material, but seemed a pretty 
good compromise proposition. 

“This does not give labor, farmers’ 
or fraternal organizations any more 
than they are entitled to under the law 
today, nor any more than the federal 
courts throughout the countrv have 
held them entitled to. This provision 
will protect them from dissolution un- 
der the anti-trust laws, but does not 
protect them from penalties for vio- 
lating the criminal laws of the coun- 
re.

The attempt of anarchists, republic- 
ans and socialists to deal a death blow 
monarchial institutions was frus- 
trated because of the refusal of | 
railway men to bring about a strike 
which would have virtually paralyzed 
the forces of the government, because 
a great majority of the population re- 
fused actively to follow them and be- 
cause the army gave a fine example of 
loyalty.

Train service 
has not been interrupted to any great 
extent. although many of the provinces 
still are infested with revolutionists 
who are destroving the railroad tracks, 
stations and bridges and damaging 
public buildings. 

Situation Has Improved. 

The entire situation has improved 
greatly during the past twenty-four 
hours, but according to Premier Salan- 
dra, the government has not yet solved 
the difficulty because of its desire to 
gather such strong forces as to be able 
to re-establish order, with the least 
possible bloodshed. Many workmen 
are engaged in the repair of the rail- 
way tracks and telegraph and tele- 
phone lines at Ancona, center of the 
revolutionary district, and it is be- 
lieved by Monday that the resumption 
of work will be complete. The task 
confronting the troops has been an ex- 
ceedingly difficult one, owing to the 
fact that they had been ordered not to 
use their arms except under circum- 
stances of dire necessity. 

Ignorant masses in the affected 
trict, seeing that the inhabitants of 
the small towns had been armed by 
the republican committees, gained the 
impression that any form of violence 
would be permitted. Churches’ and 
clubs were sacked and burned, but in 
the case of private residences, the rev- 
olutionists asked the owners’ permis- 
sion before taking possession. Then 
these were sold for next to nothing 
to give the poorer classes the impres- 
sion that the “republic” would carry 
out its pledge to bring back the 
‘“‘eolden age’’ and end forthwith the 
high cost of living. 

News that an Italian republic had 
been proclaimed in several towns bor- 
dering on the Adriatic in northeastern 
Italy, today caused consternation at the 
capital. In places like Fabriano and 
Rimini scenes similar to those of the 
French revolution were enacted. Mis- 
led by reports from anarchistic head- 
quarters at Ancona that the monarchy 
had been overthrown, inhabitants pro- 
claimed a republic and replaced the 
national flag with the black banner of 
the peasants’ league. 

Newspapers were burned the instant 
they reached these towns in order to 
prevent the people from learning the 
falsity of the reports that King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel had fled to Montenegro, 
that the revolution had swept the en- 
tire peninsula and that the troops had 
joined the people. In some cases the 
troops were forced to fire to restore 
order and several fatalities were 
recorded.

The President Is Just Plain 
“Tommy” on Alumni Day 
at Princeton. 


Princeton, N. J., June 
uproariously by a great crowd of 
Princeton alumni and undergraduates 
velling ‘‘Locomotives” and singing old 
songs, President Wilson, Princeton °-9, 
returned to his alma mater shortly 
after noon today for the annual “alum- 
ni day” celebration.

Former Vies President Passes 
After an Illness of Sev- 
eral Months. 


Chicago, June 13.—Adlai KE. sSteven- 


son, vice president of the United States 
through the second Cleveland admin- 
istration, died tonight at a _ hospital 
here after an illness of several months. 
His three children were at his bedside. 

Adlai Ewing Stevenson had a long 
and honorable public career. He was 
vice president from 1893 to 1897 under 
President Grover Cleveland. In 1900 
he again was nominated by the demo- 
cratic party for vice president, and ran 
with William J. tryan, the party’s 
candidate for president, but was de- 
feated. Hie served as a member of 
the forty-fourth and forty-fifth con- 
gresses. From 1885 to 1889 he served 
as first assistant postmaster general 
under President Cleveland. 

His last appearance as a candidate 
for public office was in 1908, when he

Sustains Chattanooga Decision 
in Favor of Company.

The United States cireuit court of ap- 
sitting here, late today decided 
that coca-cola, the beverage manufac- 
tured by the Coca-Cola company, of 
Atlanta, was not injurious, according 
to the meaning of the United States 
pure food laws, thus sustaining the 
decision of Judge Sanford, United 
States circuit judge of the east Ten- 
nessee district.

charge that, in the meaning of the 
government pure food statutes, coca- 
cola was either “misbranded or adul- 
terated.” Neither does it contain, ac- 
cording to the decision, any ‘delete- 
rious” or “injurious” substances as 
added mixtures. 

Today's decision came as a result of 
the appeal by the government pure 
food probers from the decision of the 
Tennessee federal courts, following the 
seizure at Atlanta of forty casks and 
forty bottles of the coca-cola beverage 
or syrup.

’ Attacks Slaton, Felder and 
Hardwick in a Speech at 
Baxley--Refers to Wilburn 
Case. : 


Baxley, Ga. June 13.—(Special.)— 
John R. Cooper, of Macon, went after 
his opponents in the race for the 
United States senate here today, hand- 
ling Messrs. Slaton, Hardwick and Fel- 
der without gloves. 

Slaton he scored because the govern- 
or declined to commute the sentence 
of Nick Wilburn. 

Thomas 8S. Felder, he said, had com- 
mitted political suicide by his recent 
speech at Griffin, by his flopping from 
one position to another on the prohibi- 
tion question. “He has dug his own 
political grave and I am here to preach 
his political funeral,” said the Macon 
man. — 

Hardwick; he attacked because the 
congressman had refused to meet him 
in joint debate after issuing challenges 
to Slaton and Felder, and declared that 
“any man who is afraid to meet a corn- 


field lawyer on the stump Is not fit to 
represent us in the United States sen- 
ate.’’ 

Mr. Cooper came out flat-footedly as 
an advocate of local option, and put 
higiself on record as opposed to nation- 
wide prohibition. In part his address 
follows: 

Felder-Hardwick Combine. 

“I understand that there is a com- 
bine between Felder and Hardwick the 
like of which has never been heard of 
before. Both of these great statesmen 
go around over the state praising each 
other’s records and they say nothing 
about me and give Slaton hell; and if 
either of them lands in the United 
States senate it is understood that 
the other man will get Judge Emory 
Speer’s place in case congress retires 
him from office. They thought a few 
weeks ago that he would be impeached. 
I understand that both of them are 
after his job. Congressman Hardwick 
is going around over the state prais- 
ing himself as the greatest living 
statesman the world ever saw and be- 
littling the other candidates. He has 
even gone so far as to get the testi- 
monial of Champ Clark, of Missouri, 
as to his fitness for the office, a man 
who made fun of him in the house of 
representatives. 

‘This distinguished congressman sent 
a challenge to the other candidates in 
the race stating that he wanted to 
meet them on the stump and discuss 
the issues of the campaign before the 
people. He knew he was safe in doing 
sO, because they had already declined 
to meet me on the stump. So after I 
learned that he wanted to go on the 
stump I issued a challenge to him. 1 
received a letter from him declining 
to meet me on the stump, clearly show- 
ing the white feather. 

“Any man in this race who is not 
able and willing to meet a cornfield 
lawyer on the stump is not fit to 
represent us in the United States sen- 
ate and you ought not to vote for him. 

“Georgians have done enough for this 
man Hardwick. They have kept him 
in congress for twelve years. I ama 
Jeffersonian democrat and believe in 
rotation in office. I am against the 
third term. If you will give me two 
terms in the United States senate I 
will be satisfied. 

Felder’s Political Suicide. 

“As to Thomas Swift Felder, by his 
speech in Griffin, he has completely 
committed political suicide. He has 
dug his own political grave and I am 
here today to preach his political 
funeral. In 1907, when he was in the 
legislature, he made a speech in be- 
half of whisky and filibustered 
against the prohibition bill which cost 
the state of Georgia thousands of dol- 
lars. In 1914, when he is a candidate 
for United States senator, and was 
about to be turned down by a minister 
of the gospel from introducing him 
to the audience in regard to his views 
on the lisuor question on the 5th day 
of June, 19:4, he turns a complete 
gomersault over twenty-five head of 
horses and advocates’ prohibition— 
national prohibition—which he knows 
is unconstitutional. 

“He is the greatest acrobat that the 
world has ever seen. Legislator Fel- 
der in 1907 blows wet; Felder, candi- 
date for United States senator, 1914, 
blows dry. He can’t blow hot and cold 
both. The truth is, he knows nothing 
about the constitution of the United 
States. He has read that great in- 
strument in vain, We have prohibi- 


ne 


tion in Georgia, which is no issue be- 
fore the people, and of course I am in 
favor of the enforcement of the law 
while it remains on the statute books 
of Georgia. I am against nation-wide 
prohibition. I am against this amend- 
ment to the United States constitutino. 
Mr. Felder advocated this amendment 
to the United States constitution in 
Griffin, Ga., when he knew it would 
not be passed. 
In Favor of Local Option. 


“TI am in favor of state sovereignty; 
I am in favor of home rule; I am in 
favor of every state in the union con- 
trolling their own affairs; state sov- 
ereignty should reign supreme. I am 
against nation-wide prohibition. Geor- 
gia has no right to say to New York 
you cannot have whisky and New York 
has no right to say to Georgia you 
cannot have prohibition. I believe in 
the constitution of our fathers; I be- 
lieve in the regulation of the sale of 
whisky by police power of the state 
and while the prohibition law remains 
on the statute books of Georgia I am 
in favor of enforcing it. 

“This man Thomas Swift Felder is 
the greatest demagogue the state of 
Georgia has ever produced. He is a 
Napoleon in one way all wrapped in 
the solitude of his ambition and glory. 
After saying in 1907 that he was in 
favor of the whisky interest and in 
taking it back on the stump in Griffin 
in 1914 and saying he is squarely for 
prohibition; he is two-faced and it will 
never do to trust a man like that in 
the United States senate. Give me a 
square man, a man who believes what 
he says and not a miserable pretender 
and ‘a fraud. Tom Felder turned a 
double somersault in Griffin over 
twenty-five head of horses and landed 
the most loud-mouth, the most blatant 
prohibitionist in Georgia in order to 
land the seat of United States sena- 
‘tor. Thomas Swift Felder has no 
equal on the face of the earth as a 
demagogue. This man, like a mad 
bull in a china shop, has been running 
amuck among the people destroying 
confidence by his wild statements. 

The Wilburn Case. 

“Governor Slaton made a mistake 
yesterday in hanging Nick Wilburn. 
He violated the fundamental princi- 
ples upon which all law is founded; 
he did not follow the constitution, 
which guarantees equality to all men 
before the law. In fact, this is the 
bedrock principles of our form of 
American government. Equal and exact 
justice to all men and special privi- 
leges to none. There were two persons 
in this case equally guilty and one 
goes scot free and the other is hung 
until he is dead. 

“I say that there is little justice left 
in Georgia. The people wanted Nick 
Wilburn commuted to life imprison- 
ment, but Governor Slaton hung him 
to hurt me in the race for the United 
States senate, but I think it will hus 
him. He will lose thousands of ve 
in my county. This young man »# 
to the gallows and was destroyed po- 
litically. 

“Governor Slaton lays down the 
proposition that he will not interfere 
with the judgments of courts and vér- 
dicts of juries; he has a wrong concep- 
tion of the duties of his office. He 
has read the constitution in vain. The 
constitution gives him the power to 
grant pardons and commute sentences. 
He says he will not interfere with the 
judgment of the courts or verdict of 
the jury in the trial of criminal cases 
unless something happens outside of 
the case to change the record. This is 
all wrong. The great Robert Toombs 
said in 1877 in framing the constitu- 
tion of Georgia, ‘That if judgments of 
courts were piled as high as heaven 
he would still have his opinion about 
the case.’ 

‘Courts often reverse themselves. I 
cite you the case of Gaskins from Ber- 
rien county, reported in 10 vol. Ga. 
App. Rep. Gaskins was convicted of 
assault with intent to murder and 
recommended that he be punished as 
for a misdemeanor. The trial judge 
paid no attention to the recommenda- 
tion of the jury and put Gaskins in 
the penitentiary for six years. The 
case was appealed to the court of ap- 
peals and the court of appeals af- 
firmed the court below. The point is 
made in the case that the jury was 
the judges of the law and the facts 
and the trial judge should have put the 
jury on notice that he would pay no 
attention to their recommendation to 
mercy. This proposition of the law 
was affirmed, and when Gaskins heard 
of the affirmance of his case, he be- 
ing a game young man and the son of 
a rich man, stuck a istol to his 
temple and blew his brains out before 
he would subrm. ""to the judgment of 
the court and be humiliated by being 
sent to -the penitentiary, in order to 
save his name from dishonor and dis- 
grace. This same court of appeals of 
Georgia in a recent case, Taylor v. 
State, from the county of Tift, reversed 
their rulings in the Gaskins case, tak- 
ing it back and reversed the Taylor 
case and sent it back for a rehearing 
I thought then that I was right about 
the Gaskins case. I think so now. This 
is a clear case where it will not do 
to follow the judgments of the courts. 
This is one illustration that will prove 
what I am saying is true. 

“TI asked Governor Slaton to grant 
Nick Wilburn seven days respite by 
wire yesterday, in order to give me 
more time to present Wilburn’s case 
properly before him. Wilburn and 
Cantrell were sentenced to die on May 
29. The Cantrell case is the same 
as the Wilburn case. There was a 
woman in both cases the cause of it.

ENGLISH POLOISTS 
SPRING SURPRISE 


Defeat American Four by 
Largest Score Ever Re- 
corded in an International 
Match—40,000 Attend.

The English players’ superiority be- 
came apparent with the bell in the op- 
ening period and it appeared to up- 
set the defending four, which never re- 
covered the form shown in recent 
practice games until the closing min- 
utes of the game. The challengers 
gave the. finest exhibition of team- 
work ever seen in an invading four. 
Their stick work was a revelation. 

The American four was far weaker 
than was the case last vear and in ad- 
dition was called on to face a team 
which surpassed in skill and speed the 
combination which just failed to lift 
the cup in 1913. 

The absence of former Captain Harry 
Payne Whitney appeared to break up 
the perfect combination Play for which 
the “big four” has been noted.

Franklin, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)— 
While several men were threshing 
wheat and oats in the upper portion 
of Heard county yesterday morning, 
the boiler belonging to J. P. Pyles 
exploded and instantly killed J. P.

Of the Week Just Closed 


Stock Market Favored the 
Bulls--Rate Decision Look- 
ed For in Few Days--What 
Railroads Are Doing—The 
Crops. 


New York, June 13.—(Special.)— 
There were many factors favorable to 
the bull side in the stock market this 
week, but little developed in the way 
of an active movement towards high- 
er prices for securities. There was a 
little professional demand following 
the excellent crop report, with a little 
short covering, but only small advances 
resulted. The Mexican advices were of 
a more favorable tenor, while the steel 
and copper statistics, both poor, were 
a little better than had been expected. 
There were definite assurances that 
the long-awaited decision of the in- 
terstate commerce commission regard- 
ing railroad freight rates wouid be 
rendered soon. Nothing in this com- 
bination proved sufficiently attrac- 
tive to bring in outside support to the 
market. Professionals stated that a 
good amount of outside buying would 
have brought about a big advance and 
that the time was ripe for it, but out- 
siders are not inclined to be on the 
buying side at present. while there | 
still occasional small liquidation by 
small holders of various’ securities. 


up their gold reserves, even though 
all of the European state banks have 
added materially to their gold reserves 
in the year. London is expected to be 
a bidder for American gold soon. The 
demand has depleted the supplies of 
the yellow metal, but it has not. in- 
jured surplus reserves in the banks 
here with the total surplus reserves 
higher than at any time in the last 
six years. New York, with gold ship- 
ments to Europe, has been the only 
center in the country experiencing a 
heavy demand for funds, and so sup- 
plies from all other points have been 
sent here. Declining exports of mer- 
chandise and increasing importations, 
making a turn in the trade balance 
against the United States, is the prin- 
cipal cause of the heavy exports of 
gzold. Another has been heavy sales of 
American, securities by foreign hold- 
ers. Loaning rates are still far below 
normal for this time of year. 
Nearly Ready to Report. 

According to reports from Washing- 
ton, the decision of the interstate com- 
merce commission in the railroad 
freight rate case has already been 
reached, with the present work mere- 
ly that of getting the opinion, which 
will go with its announcement, into 
shape. Commissioners are. reported to 
have let it be known that ‘the result 
will be announced by tne end of next 
week. There have been so many re- 
ports of the date when a decision 
could be expected that the latest\ru- 
mors have been met with some skepti- 
cism, although they seem to be on bet»

Even though there has been practical- | 


ly a stagnant market for weeks with 
only big inside interests 
side, professionals state that the bgttom 
has been seen and that sooner or lat- 
er there will be a large advance in 
many issues. They point to the fact 
that every time there is a bear raid, 
good support is immediately found. 
They say, too, that prosperity is sure 
to follow in the wake of the huge 
crops indicated by government figures. 
Conditions are considered right for the 
beginning of a speculation movement 
in securities. The possibilities of a re- 
awakened business after a depression 
usually have been found reason for 
heavy speculation, and so those inter- 
ested in stock market operations are 
eagerly scanning trade reports for in- 
dications of better conditions. From all 
but a smal] number of industries, trade 
news is still showing lack of business 
and retrenchment, but nearly everyone 
sounds a note of hope for the near fu- 
ture with many expecting an actual 
boom, others merely an improvement 
as compared with the present. Invest- 
ment buying of stocks and bonds was 
stimulated by the favorable develop- 
ments of the last week. 

Bankers and financial interests are 
apparently unalarmed by the very 
heavy withdrawals of gold, with this 
week’s movement in the neighborhood 
of $15,000,000 in coin, and with ex- 
change rates continuing above the 
gold export rate in the face of it. A 
further heavy drain on our gold sup- 
plies is looked for during the next few 
weeks, with the present movement ex- 
pected to extend over $50,000,000. So 
far there has been over $30,000,000 
sent in the last month and close to 
$50,000,000 since the first of the year. 
Paris has received most of the gold 
sent from here, only a small part go- 
ing direct to Berlin, though it is be- 
leived that part of the French con- 
signments were intended for reship- 
ment to the German capital.

Financiai interests were pleased with 
the finding of the supreme court in 
the Shreveport rate case. There is now 
no room for doubt, taking this latest 
decision with the Minnesota rate case, 
that railroads can operate securely 
under federal regulation wherever there 
is a different rate regulation within a 
state’s limits. The interstate commerce 
commission is made supreme in the 
case of rate fixing for railroads by the 
latest decision, as it was in the Min- 
nesota case, but railroads prefer to 
have it so as long as the interstate 
commerce commission has any such 
powers. 

The report of railroad business in 
the United States and Canada, as shown 
in the fortnightly report of idle cars, 
showed that there were more idle cars 
in the last period than at any time 
since 1908, with 241,802 surplus idle 
cars on May 31. This is nearly five 
times the total idle cars on the same 
date last year 

The response of investors to the of-

Shreveport Decision Makes 
Wall Street Men Rejoice 


Conflicting Regulations of| 
Railroads by the Federal 
and State Authorities Have | 
Caused Trouble. 


June 13.—(Special.)— 
is ‘elated over the out- 
come of the Shreveport case. For a 
long time it has been realized here 
that the railroads were suffering from 
conflicting orders issued by the gov- 
ernment and the various states. When 
that question was forced to the fore- 
ground back in 1907 by the Minnesota 
rate case a score or more of govern- 
ors, including Hadley, of Missouri, and 
Harmon, of Ohio, took concerted ac- 
tion calling upon the states to pro- 
tect their rights. As a result of that 
action controversies are steadily aris- 
ing between the government and the 
states over matters relating to rail- 
way regulation. This week's decision 
of the supreme court in the Shreve- 
port case overruling the Texas au- 
thorities and upholding the interstate 
commerce commission takes a long 
step towards eliminating state regula- 
tion of railroads engaged in interstate 
business. 

Few men outside of the railway prvo- 
fession have any idea how the trans- 
portation industry has been harrassed 
by the pin-pricking of state railway 
comamissions. Hardly a day goes past 
without bringing news of some action 
taken by a state railway body to en- 
force itS orders. Frequently a railroad 
engaged ‘in interstate business finds 
itself in danger of being punished in 
one state for conditions which merely 
conform to the law in another. For 
example, when the Kansas City South- 
ern crosses into MrkKansas it is com- 
pelled by law to place fly screens-in 
the windows of its cars to protect its 
passengers from the malarial mosqui- 
to. When the same train enters OK- 
lahoma the fly screens must be taken 
down as they are forbidden. by law in 
that state. As the Kansas City South- 
ern winds in and out of those two 
states the company’s train crews find 
plenty to do to keep within the law. 

Difference in Day’s- Work. 

Here in New York the federal labor 
law prescribes an eight-hour day and 
the state nine. The state boiler in- 
specters have one set of rules for boil- 
er-washing and the federal inspectors 
rules that are quite different. Every 
locomotive running in New York state 
must wash out its boiler every thirty 
days. Some boilers should be cleaned 
once a week and some do not need 
washing once in six weeks. Every 
washing must be attested before a no- 
tary and the certificate must be 
framed in the cab, all of which makes 
trouble and expense. 

Starting from St. Louis an interstate 
railroad finds that the state of Mis- 
souri fixes its coal rates; when Kansas 
is reached it is found that all passen- 
gzers must be hauled for two cents a 
mile. When the train reaches Okla- 
home it must stop at a station on 
the state boundary line whether there 
is a town or not. In ArKansas the law 
requires all freight trains to carry an 
absolutely needless third brakeman. 
The useless third brakeman can be 
dropped when Texas is reached, but the 
laws of the state have required the 
railroads to spend hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars for electric headlights 
for locomotives. 

In brief, the railroads of the country 
are being constantly punished by con- 
flicting orders and laws from legisla- 
tures and commissions, state and na- 
tional. It seems now, however, that 
the railroads were at last to see the 
turn in a long !ane. for in this week’s

The United States Steel corporation 
report of unfilled tonnage showed a 
decrease of 275,908 tons for the month 
of May, which was a smaller shrinkage 
than had been looked for. At the end 
of the month there were 3,998,160 tons 
on the corporation’s books. This is 
the smallest total to be filled shown in 
any report since that of October 31, 
1911. Whe prospects are considered 
good that there will be an increase in 
unfilled tonnage this month owing to 
the better volume of buying since 
June 1. The outlook for the rest of 
the summer is not so good, though a 
revival in buying is expected in the 
early fall. Steel prices have not firm- 
ed any under the recent buying in- 
crease,and they are at aboutthe low- 
est point of the last ten years. Prices 
are a shade below the lowest quota- 
tions of the price war of 1911. 

The Copper Producers’. association 
reported an increase of 14,005,640 in 
surplus stocks during May, with §84,- 
342,641 pounds on hand June l. Fro- 
duction was 142,308,287 pounds during 
May, a falling off or over 9,000,000 
pounds as compared with April. Deliv- 
erles decreased over 17,000,000 pounds 
during May from the April total, with 
domestic consumers taking 55,592,170 
pounds, or 8,000,000 less than in April, 
and foreign consumers taking 72,710,- 
477 pounds, or 9,000,000 less than in 
April. Copper has sold at under 14 
cents a pound during the 


week just 
closing. The market has been prac- 
tically lifeless. 


Condition of Cotton, 


Cotton was firm despite reports of 
good conditions in much of the belt. 
The outlook for the new crop is con- 
siderably improved over what it was 
two or three weeks ago. Conditions in 
the cotton goods trade are good as a 
whole, While the shortage of supplies 
during the next’two or three months 
is emphasized by bulls. 

The government grain report was 
about as expected, with a total indi- 
cated winter and spring wheat crop of 
900,090,000 bushels. This compares 
with 763,380,000 total actual yield last 
year, which was the largest of any 
vear in the country’s history. The in- 
dicated oats crop of 1,216,000,000 bush- 
els compares with 1,121,768,000 bush- 
els actual last year. Ths rye crop is 
placed at around 46,500,000 bushels, 
whileas compared with 46,500,000 act- 
ual last year. jarley is estiamted at 
206,000,00 bushes], against 178,189,000 
vield last year, while hay is estimated 
at materially more than the 1913 yield 
of 64,116,000 tons. The wheat market 
during the week eased off as a result 
of the bearish figures. Corn was 
strong on small offerings.

The Steel Trade. 


According to this week’s statement of 
the United States Steel corporation 
showing the unfilled orders on hand as 
of June 1, the steel trade is at the low- 
est ebb since October of 1911. Last De- 
cember the steel mills of the cvountry 
were operating at only 50 per cent of 
Capacity. As a result of the boom that 
started in January the output of the 
steel plants was increased to 75 per 
cent. of capacity. On February 28, last 
the Stee] trust had unfilled orders on 
its books amounting to 5,026,440 tons. 
On March 31 the figures stood at only 
4,653,825 tons. On April 30 they were 
4,277,068. This week's statement 
showed a further decline to 3,998,160 
tons. 

Pittsburg reports that prices are low, 
orders are few and the output of the 
steel] mills is decreasing. These condi- 
tions, however, are not likely to con- 
tinue much longer. Ordinarily the rail- 
roads of the country take 65 per cent. 
of the total output of the steel mills. 
For months past the railroads have 
kept absolutely out of the market, as 
is shown by the reports of the steel 
corporation. 

Almost any day now the interstate 
commerce commission is likely to hand 
down the rate decision the railroads 
have been wating for. Chairman Harlan 
has already announced that the case 
will be settled one way or another be- 
fore the vacation period begins at the 
close of June. If the railroads should 
get the full 5 per cent increase asked 
for there would be a boom in the steel 
trade such aS has never been seen be- 
fore. But whether or not the decision 
is favorable, the railroads cannot hold 
off much longer in buying cars, rails, 
etc. That is shown by the orders for 
equipment recently placed. Within the 
past ten days the railroads have or- 
dered more, freight cars than during 
the preceding six months. 


Record Wheat Crop. 


This week's report of the department 
of agriculture confirmed the optimistic 
dispatches which the railroads have 
been receiving from their private 
sources regarding the condition of 
crops. According to the figures given 
out at Wasftington this week the total 
wheat harvest will probably reach 
900,000,000 bushels, compared with the 
previous high record of 763,000,000 
bushels. Harvesting of the record 
crop has already begun in the winter- 
wheat country so nothing can hurt it 
2s a whole. Reports received from all 
quarters agree that ,the railroads are 
preparing to move the largest volume 
of business which has ever been of- 
fered. \That is why the railroads could 
not wait .any longer to place their or- 
ders for additional equipment. 

In his speech made this week before 
the New York State Bankers’ associa- 
tion, Frank A, Vanderlip, president of 
the National City bank, in a  left- 
handed way held the Wilson adminis- 
tration responsible for the existing 
trade reaction, and then openly ad- 
vised business men to get into politics 
as a cure for their troubles. 

“I would so organize.the 
men in the whole country,” 
“that mere agitators, whether in con- 
gress or out of congress, may be held 
up in their true light to the public. I 
would openly go into the district of 
a demagogue and either defeat him or 
prove that the public of that district 
wanted to be represented by a known 
demagogue.”’ 

Vanderlip’s advice to business men 
to go into politics igs sound. He ecan- 
not follow his own advice, however. 
Any district demagogue can post him- 
self on the record of some of the Na- 
tional City bank directors, such as Wil- 
liam Rockefeller and J. P. Morgan, and 
laugh Vanderlip out of any campaign. 
There are many people who honestly 
believe that this country would have 
been spared a great deal. of trouble 
which it has experienced during the 
past few years if men like Vanderlip 
and Rockefeller and Morgan had stayed 
out of politics. a ae

SURGEON GENERAL 
ON CHILD WELFARE 


In his recent address before the In- 
ternational. Congress of Mothers, Dr. 
Wyman, surgeon general of the United 
States, said: 

“In all the elaboration of effort and 
the multiplication of the measures for 
the welfare of the child, I beg you to 
mark well and to hold fast to the fun- 
damental truth that much of the sick- 
ness that robs the cradle and prostrates 
the mother with grief is unnecessary 
and can be avoided by the simple ex- 
pedient of pasteurizing the milk that 
is fed to babies, so that their food may 
not by any chance be to them the 
means of death. It is the fundamental 
factor in child welfare. Without it the 
movement would be robbed of half its 
beneficiaries.”

CALIFORNIA VOLCANO 
IN VIOLENT ERUPTION 


Mineral, \Cal., June 3.—Sulphur 
fumes and volcanic ash appeared today 
in the fifth and most violent eruption 
of Mount Lassen since the snow-clad 
peak broke out on May 30. For the first 
time ashes fell sixteen miles from the 
crater. Successive eruptions have been 
progressively furlous,\but those today 
were by far the most serious. 

Forest Ranger Abbey and a party of 
explorers returned from the peak aft- 
er witnessing the eruptions\from close 
range. Supervisor Rushing, of the 
United States forest service, gave an 
account of their observations: 

“Mount Lassen erupted at 3:45 p. m., 
on June 12, throwing out dense clouds 
of steam, mixed with volcanic ash and 
boulders. Another eruption took place 
at 6:30 a. m., June 13.

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Labor Leader and Artist Speak | 
Be fore W omen’s Suff rage Party 


At the regular meeting of the equal 
suffrage party of Georgia, over which 
Mrs. Emily McDougald presided Wed- 
nesday evening, the speakers of the 
occasion were Mr. Rodier, representing 
the attitude of labor toward woman's 
suffrage, and Mr. Cameron Burnside, 
noted artist, who spoke on “The Suf- 
frage Movement in England.” 

Mr. Rodier urged 2 closer interest 
by citizens-at-large in labor condi- 
tions, and especially in conditions ex- 
isting in Atlanta’s manufacturing 
Plants, where dissension exists. 

He thought the women of Georgia 
were fully competent to have a hand 
and voice in all matters pertaining to 
the public welfare, to the making and 
enforcing of laws to govern the race 
she has been wise enough to mother, 
and be spiritual sponsor for. 

The Artist's Side. 

Mr. Burnside’s address was a clear- 

cut, masterly picture of militancy in 


the suffrage cause in England. He 
began his address by citing the one- 


sided laws that caused the wrongs 
which gave birth to the militant suf- 
fragette. He spoke of the unusual 
character and intelligence, the mas- 
terly organization, the bloodless 
tenacity of these women, who, when 
urged to kill in defense of their per- 
sons, cried, “No! we give life, but will 
never take it.” He spoke of the rapid- 
ity with which the cause is spreading, 
of the wide circulation of Cristabel 
Pankhurst’s book, “The Great 
Scourge,” and their publication, The 
Suffragette. The latter 1s sold on the 
streets by elegant ladies, who volun- 
teer their service. Pineros sane ad - 
vice, to “give the women the ballot, 
in reply to the question as to what 
to do with the suffragette, Bernard 
Shaw joining in the reply. 

The hopeful political aspect of their 
cause was touched upon, In speaking 
of the reduction of the Irish vote, and 
increase in the influence of the labor 
party, who are heartily for womans 
suffrage. His remarks concluded with 
words of encouragement of the cause. 

Mrs. Burnside followed with a bright 
little talk, after which the equal suf- 
frage party of Georgia adjourned until 
their next regular meeting.

My Friends: I bring you today a 


message dealing with the things we 
hope to do, rather than a report of 
what, as a district, we have done in 
the year just coming to a close. 

For many years a few faithful club 
women of Augusta have dreamed of 
this occasion; it js the object toward 
which our state federation has been 
steadily working. It was through the 
efforts of our state president, while 
filling the office of vice president, that 
the districts of this state were organ- 
ized under the present plan. 

“nis plan, with the district meeting 
each spring, has proven to be an ideal 
arrangement. The first and the tenth 
were the tast to be provided with dis- 
trict officers and to fall into line. 

Our tenth congressional district, as 
you know, is comprised of twelve 
counties. When your present officers 
were appointed by our late president, 
Mrs. H. C. White, there were three 
federated clubs in the district. These 
were the Philomathic, in Richmond 
county; the Sparta club, in Hancock 
county, and the Sandersville club, in 
Washington county.

of District Convention 


Woman today holds an important 
place on the stage of human achieve- 
ment. Not in the world’s history has 
there been open to woman such a field 
for activities as is hers today. And 
she is taking hold of the affairs of 
life with an interest and a vim and is 
doing things which were thought a few 
years ago to be beyond her possibdili- 
ties. 

One of the instruments’ through 
Which a band of women in Georgia 
work is the Federated Women’s Clubs 
of Georgia. This organization is com- 
posed of a few more than twenty thou- 
sand women. It is composed of Dis- 
trict Women’s clubs. The district clubs 
correspond in number and in territory 
to the congressional districts of Geor- 
gia. The district clubs are composed 
of local organizations of women’s clubs 
throughout the various towns and 
communities in Georgia. 

It was Lavonia’s privilege to enter- 
tain the annual convention of the 
Eighth District Federation of clubs. 
This federation is composed of about 
thirty-five woman's clubs all located 
in the eighth congressional district. 
This was the first organization of this 
kind that ever came to Lavonia and 
the club women felt honored in having 
as our guests so many representative 
women of the eighth district. The 
meeting was held in the school audi- 
torium and lasted for an entire day. 
The program was full of good things 
for women and men as well. 

At 9 o'clock the meeting was called 
to order by Mrs. W. FE. Shepherd of 
Madison, eighth, district president. | 
Rev. Sams of Lavonia, invoked the di- 
vine blessing, after which J. M. Morgan, 
mayor of Lavonia, turned over the of- 
ficial Key of the city to the visitors in 
a few well chosen remarks. Mrs. Cor- 
nog extended greetings to the visitors 
on behalf of the Woman’s club of La- 
vonia chapter, United Daughters of the 
Confederacy. Ben F. Cheek in a short 
and characteristic manner delivered the 
greetings for the Lavonia board of 
trade and assured the members of the 
co-operation of the Lavonia organiza- 
tion. In the absence of Mrs. Thomas 
F’. Green of Athens, who was on the 
program for a response, Mrs. J. S. Park- 
er of Athens, responded to the greet- 
ings in a very happy manner. 

Mrs. Parker’s Paper. 

One of the very interesting papers 
read at the meeting was that of Mrs. 
J. S. Parker, on the subject, “The Third 
House in the Home.” Mrs. arker’s 
paper was full of good thoughts in 
which the general purpose and plans of 
woman's club work was outlined. Mrs. 
Parker’s paper met with hearty ap- 
plause throughout and was voted 
eligible to‘publication on the woman's 
club page of The Atlanta Constitution. 

Mrs. Z. I. Fitzpatrick, a former 
Lavonian, who is known by all of our 
citizens and who is at present presi- 
dent of the State Federation of Wom- 
en’s clubs, gave an interesting report 
of the work that is being done by the 
State and National Federation of Wom- 
en’s clubs. It dealt especially with 
the educational and legistative work 
the club is engaged in, state and na- 
tionally. Following Mrs. Fitzpatrick, 


Miss Hemmingway, of the state fed- 
eration school, at Tallulah Falls, gave 
a report of the work that is being done 
‘by the school.

A home has been established in con- 
nection with the school and boys and 
girls from the sections near go there 
to the school and are allowed to work 
their way through after paying a 
nominal tuition fee. In this school 
there are three teachers and about a 
hundred pupils. This school is support- 
ed by the Federated Women’s Clubs of 
Georgia. The clubs give whatever 
amount they desire to give. Also the 
individual membefs make donations if 
they so desire. In this manner the 
fund of the school is supplemented in 
such a way as to make it able to be a 
great institution for the boys and girls 
around Tallulah Falls. 


Address by Charles J. Haden. 


Among the last, but by no means 
among the least of the talks, was that 
made by Hon. Charles J. Haden, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce. Mr. Haden directed his Tre- 
marks to the industrial work, and 
especially along the line of domestic 
science. Mr, Haden’s address was 
listened to by a great number of citl- 
zens and non-residents, and the 
thoughts contained. therein was the 
result of Mr. Haden’s experience and 
observations in his travels throughout 
the world. Mr. Haden has crossed the 
Atlantic eight times and has visited 
practicall all the countries in the 
world. He emphasized the idea of. di- 
versified interests. His talk was well 
received and appreciated by everyone 
who heard it. . 

Aside from the mental feasts. in- 
dulged in by the guests there were 
other features which not so enlighten- 
ing, perhaps, but nevertheless enjoyed 
and appreciated by all who were 80 
fortunate as to partake. The club 
women of Lavonia prepared a luncheon 
at the home of Mrs. Vickery, 
which all visitors were invited to en- 
joy. The luncheon was prepared for 
some two hundreds guests, who were 
expected at the meeting. Also in the 
afternoon the Lavonia chapter, United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, tender- 
ed a reception at the Lavonia hotel 
from 5 to 7. There were about a hun- 
dred guests at this reception. Deli- 
cious refreshments were served and 
music was furnished by one of Lavo- 
nia’s orchestras. Also again in the 
evening the visitors were invited back 
to the home of Mrs. Vickery for sup- 
per and to bid each other another fare- 
well before departing for their various 
homes. The home of Mrs. Vickery is 
ideally arranged for luncheons of this 
kind and the Lavonia club proved de- 
lightful hostesses on this occasion. 

In celebration of the event many 
homes and business places in Lavonia 
were decorated in green and white, 
which are the colors of the Lavonia 
chapter. The Carnegie library kept 
open house all day, and guests were 
invited to visit this building at will. 
A bevy of pretty girls acted as host- 
esses at the library. On Thursday aft- 
ernoon about 5 o’clock the business 
part of the meeting adjourned to eet 
again next year in the city of Mon- 
roe, Ga. :

The business men of Thomson, Mc- 
Duffie county, inspired, no doubt, by 
Mrs. Farmer, asked for’ information 
and aid in organizing and federating. 
Their splendid Woman’s club has more 
than fulfilled their expectations. 

Warrenton, in Warren county: Mil- 
ledgeville, in Baldwin county; Louis- 
ville, in Jefferson county, responded 
to the first appeal, saying they were 
only waiting for information. 

In her report as vice president two 
vears ago, our honored guest. said: 
“Clubs no longer ask what will we 
gain by federating, but how may we 
become federated.” 

Woman’s Club Organized. 

This has in many cases been our 
experience. As a result of continued 
effort to secure the best results for 
federation work in Augusta, the Wom- 
an’s club was organized in October. A 
parliamentary class under the patron- 
age of the D. A. R., but directed by 
your district president, was disbanded 
in September, and a committee = ap- 
pointed to organize the club in Oc- 
tober. 

This gave me courage to continue 
the work, forywithout a well organized 
department club in Augusta I could 
not weli commend the work to the re- 
mainder of the district. 

The Teachers’ club in Augusta was 
next to be admitted. There are sev- 
eral clubs yet,unfederated, and many 
towns in which clubs should be or- 
ganized. This gives us nine clubs with 
about 400 members. There are five 
counties unoccupied: Columbia, Lincoln, 
Taliaferro and Wilkinson. What can 
we do for them? Every town in Geor- 
gia needs a club. Men and women 
are fast becoming aware of their value 
in promoting education, civic better- 
ment, health conditions and the con- 
servation of those things which will 
need safe-guarding. 

The women must inform themselves 
and use their wonderful influence ef- 
fectually and wisely. 

Our section of the state must keep 
abreast of the times. The addresses and 
reports which you will hear today will 
convince you that there is a tremendous 
work to be done, and that in one short 
year our clubs have done an astonish- 
ing part. Let us have a club in every 
available part of our district. 

As to the number of letters written 
or the amount of literature I have sent 
out, I have kept no record. I have 
tried to answer letters promptly and 
have sent vear books and other infor- 
mation wherever I could learn of a 
need. Have also talked club work 
whenever there was an opportunity, as 
my friends here will testify. 


District Chairman. 


Our regulations for district work 
found on page 91 of the year book, 
require that the district president shall 
appoint chairmen of the departments 
of, work uniform with those of the 
state federation, and that each club 
shall appoint a member to act on each 
of these committees. 

It has been difficult to get these 
committees arranged due to my limit- 
ed acquaintance with the club mem- 
bership. To become better acquainted 
is one of the objects of this meeting. 
We now have chairmen of the depart- 
ments literature, education, home eco- 
nomics, civics, conservation and legis- 
lation. Public health will soon be 
added. State chairmen of these de- 
partments are continually asking that 
their work receive consideration. This 
will be done as soon as it seems ad- 
visable. 

Now, it matters not whether your 
club is doing all of these phases of the

work or not. Appoint your chairmen 
who can act as members of these dis- 
trict committees, and place their names 
and the names of your officers for the 
ensuing year in your annual report. 
The district secretary can then classi- 
fy them and pass them on to each dis- 
trict chairman. She is in touch with 
the state chairmen who, in turn are in 
direct communication with the national 
chairman—thus completing the chain. 

Suppose there is no apparent need 
for your club to work in all these de- 
partments? Don’t you want to Keep in- 
formed? It is a liberal education to 
know what the club women of the 
world are doing. It is also a source of 
joy to be brought into personal touch 
with the women who head these de- 
partments in the state and the nation. 
In the last number of the Federation 
Magazine we find an account of the 
death of Mrs. Frances Squires Potter, 
chairman of literature. 

Mrs. Potter was for vears professor 
of literature in the University of Min- 
nesota. She was a lecturer famous 
the world over for her remarkable 
gifts. She possessed personal beauty 
and was noted for her boundless char- 
ity. She wrote extensively for maga- 
zines and was the author of a number 
of popular books. She was a lecturer 
in the ward of the National Woman's 
Trade Union league, the Drama league 
and a member of the University Lec- 
turers’ association, also a member of 
the staff of the Brooklyn institute. She 
was the idolized mother of two manly 
sons and a young lady daughter—and 
yet a most indefatigable club chairman. 
The programs of the modern drama, 
the Bible as literature, etc., prepared 
by her would be sent with a personal 
letter to the most remote club mem- 
ber whose letter asked for them. The 
first letter I received from her made 
me her most ardent admirer, long be- 
fore I knew of her position before 
the world. 

Another woman of the same type is 
Miss Zona Gales, of Portage, Mo., chair- 
man of civics. You are all familiar 
with her stories in the current maga- 
zines. I have here two books prepared 
by her, “Civic Improvement in the Lit- 
tle Town,” 25 cents, and “Social 
Forces,’’a topical outline’ study, 15 
cents. Letters to Miss Gales are al)- 
ways answered in the same charming 
spirit of friendship. Our state chair- 
men are in constant touch with these 
gifted national chairmen, and are ever 
ready to give suggestions and aid. 
They need these channels through 
which to accomplish the work planned 
by the state. 


Work of State Federntion. 


Here let me urge you to inform 
yourselves regarding the work under- 
taken by the state as a whole. Read 
your year book; you will find it a com- 
plete guide, from the president’s mes- 
sage to the constitution and directory. 

In the report of the resolution com- 
mittee you will find the measures to 
which we are obligated. Don’t say you 
don't believe in “Permissive Kinder- 
garten,” “Compulsory Education,” more 
rigid ‘“Child Labor Laws” or the “Peace 
Movement.” " 

The men in our homes or in our 
community are often biased in their 
Opinions because of training or busi- 
ness obligations. 


Investigation. 


Investigation is the club woman’s 
Magical wand. Your federation never 
indorses a measure without sounding 
it to the bottom and you have pledged 
yourself to unity in essentials, and to 
the rule of the majority. 

The only possession of the Georgia 
federation is our school at Tallulah 
Falls. There are other schools which 
have the indorsement of the state, but 
this valuable plant belongs to us. Only 
three clubs have reported sending a

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President’s M essage to Conf erence 
Of Children of the Conf ederacy 


Dear Children: After looking for- 
ward for nearly a year to the pleasure 
of talking with you on this occasion, I 
am obliged to send you a message and 
ask that you give the reader your 
attention. 

I am very pleased that you are 
gathered together here for this con- 
ference and [I trust that it will mean 
increased interest in all of your good 
works and will create an interest that 
will cause your number to increase in 
generous proportion to your present 
membership. 

I presume that each child here 
Known the pleasure and benefit 
home life and home training. 

Each child also knows that his or 
her town has a mayor and council or 
a city government of some kind. 

Do your parents ask the mayor if 
you may have a party or a new dress 
or suit? 

Does the mayor decide that you need 
to be punished and order your parents 
to see that it is done? 

No, the parents guide and care for 
you in the home, though they do not 
have any power to protect you if you 
break one of the city’s laws. Each 
has its own sphere, very important 
but entirely separate. 


The Cause of the South. 


Now then, dear children, when 
wise men of the early davs of our 
@overnment made a constitution, all 
the states agreed to it because it said 
that the United States government had 
no right over the states not expressly 
delegated thereto by the states. When 
the general government tried to inter- 
fere with the states from time to time 
those states, Massachusetts and all the 
New England states, declaréd that they 
would secede if they were interfered 
with. Later the soumern states were 
interfered with and did secede. The 
government tried to force the southern 
states to give up their rights and when 
they refused the great war of the 
sixties split the country. The south 
was finally overpowered by the great 
numbers of the northern soldiers who 
had plenty of food and arms. But the 
cause of states’ rights still holds high 
its head, and is appealed to by every 
section of the country. 

Let no one teach you that the south 
fought to hold the slaves. Plans were 
already made to free the slaves gradu- 
ally and without loss, but some busy- 
bodies pushed matters so hard in their 
determination that the federal or gen- 
eral government should make the 
southern states obey the majority of 
States and not have control of their 
own affairs, that the proud spirit of 
the south took up arms in its own 
defense.

A story, as vou -know, well 
told, illustrates a point more success- 
fully than a plain truth, and so “Un- 
cle Tom’s Cabin” served the purpose 
of stirring up the north against the 
south better than all the truths about 
us that our friends might tell. 

John G. Whittier wrote a poem call- 

“Barbara Frietchie,” that gives a 
impression of our noble Stone- 
wall Jackson. Whittier himself said 
afterwards that it was a myth, and he 
was sorroy that he wrote it. The poem 
is read and recited in schools all over 
the country, and I want you to remem- 
ber that it is altogether untrue.

Another fairy tale I must correct is, 
that when General Lee surrendered at 
Appomattox, General Grant returneu

Lee's sword to him, and for this Gen- 
eral Grant has been greatly praised. 
As a matter of fact Lee stipulated that 
our men should ®etain their arms and 
be paroled to get home as soon as they 
could. General Grant apologized to 
General Lee because he (Grant) did 
not have on his sword in this inter- 
View with an officer of equal rank 
entitled to such emergency, explaining 
that his sword was with the baggage 
train that had not yet come up. 

Dear children, know the truth about 
the south, and you will be proud that 
it is your home and that yor are of 
her people.

A terrifying storm prevented fhe in- 
tended ceremony of the placing, by a 
representative of the U. D. C. of each 
state, of beautiful wreaths at the base 
of the monument. 

On the following day, clear and cool, 
I went with the president general. Mrs. 
Stevens, to study the monument in de- 
tail and afterwards enjoyed a delight- 
ful discussion of it with Sir Moses 
Ezekiel, the sculptor. 7 

The monument stands upon a foun- 
dation of dark gray, highly polished 
granite. The surmounting figure is the 
South holding in outstretched hand a 
laurel wreath and wearing a wreath 
of live leaves. At her side is the plow- 
share and sickle, and encircling the 
immediate base of the figure the scrip- 
tural verse telling that the implements 
of war are beaten with the implements 
of peace. Next below comes reproduc- 
tions of the coats of arms of each of the 
Confederate states.

Below this, forming a circle of large 
radius, thirty-two life-size figures 
illustrate the spirit and determination 
of the south when the tocsin of war 
was sounded. There appear young 
soldiers marching to battle; the officer 
kissing his baby held up in the arms 
of the old mammy; the blacksmith, 
who is forging the weapons of war: 
the preacher and his wife blessing and 
bidding goodbye to their soldier boy; 
the bride in hoop skirt and ruffles put- 
ting the sword ana sash about her 
lover’s waist. The gigantic figure of 
Minerva supposets the South, who is 
leaning on the tottering shield of the 
constitution. 

The inscriptions are: 

“To our dead heroes by the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy.” 

“They have beat their swords into 
plowshares and their spears into prun- 
ing hooks.” 

“Vietrix causa Diisplacuit, 
Catovi.” 

“Not for fame; not for place, or for 
rank: not lured by ambition or goaded

The parts of the 
Moravian missionaries were posed by 
Ww. K. Moore and W. M. Denton. 

Another scene portrayed the arrest 
of John Howard Payne and his trial 
before Colonel A. B. Bishop, James} 
Herron posing as John Howard Payne. 
In addition to the names mentioned, 
some twenty-five other well-known 
Daltonians, in appropriate costumes, 
took part in the Indian scenes, among 
others a group of young girls, who 
were lovely in artistic costumes of the 
Indians.

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THE TALE OF TWO STATES. 

The other day Governor O'Neal, of Ala- 
bama, negotiated for that state a loan of 
one million dollars at an interest of 4.55 per 
Mindful of the tension of the money 
the governor expressed extreme

market, 
gratification over the terms secured. 

In August of last year, with financial 
conditions immovable as compared with 
their present status, Governor Slaton nego- 
tiated for the state of Georgia a loan of half 
a million dollars at 3 per cent. 

At the time Georgia’s governor secured 
his loan at 3 per cent the state of Tennessce 
was paying approximately 7 per cent. 

There is a reason for the startling con- 
trast between Georgia and Alabama, side 
by side, and, presumably, able to offer col- 
lateral almost equal in value. 

The reason is two-fold, being: 

(1) The declaration of a policy of finan- 
cial honesty and promptness, expressed in 
the tax equalization act. 

(2) The ultimatum laid down and en- 
forced by Georgia’s governor that he advo- 
cated such measures as would gradually 
wipe out the ancient and perennial disgrace 
of a rich state being made to appear bank- 
rupt by its appropriations chronically ex- 
ceeding its revenues. 

The principles that regulate the exten 
sion of credit to states are even more strin 
gent than those governing individuals. 

The individual can be sued. 

The state cannot be sued. 


It is, therefore, imperative that if a state 
is to borrow money at re: able interest 
its financial responsibility and its willing- 
ness to pay on the nail should be beyond 
dispute. There can be no chance for doubt 
or quibble. 

The tax equalization act and the stcad- 
fast attitude of Governor Slaton extended 
the reassurance to financial interests. The 
nominal interest charge was the inevitable 
corollary. 

Today these twin factors are bearing a 
harvest to the effect that this year, for the 
first time in many years, there is promise 
that the state’s expenditures will come 
within its revenues. 

We have had a glut of clatter and dem- 
agogy in Georgia for a long period. 

This one achievement of rectifying a 
state’s fiscal system and lifting reproach 
from its reputation stands out with a chal- 
lenging constructiveness. 

In Wilkes county recently the tax equali- 
gation act added a cool million of heretofore 
hidden property to the digest without a 
whimper from one taxpayer. 

In Banks county last week a board of 
equalizers, composed of a’ former school com- 
missioner and two farmers, added heretofore 
hidden property valued at $1,500,000 to the 
digest, and again with not one protest. 

Other counties report approximate gains. 

When the digests are all in it is fair to 
assume the state’s revenues will be in- 
creased many millions. 

It is probable the tax rate will be low- 
ered. 

Not one citizen of Georgia, rich or poor, 
will be penalized. 

There will be enough money on hand to 
finance the state’s needs decently and not 
by “kiting,” as heretofore, provided the 
legislature is guided by the plain business 
principles laid down by Governor Slaton. 

Two by-products of this magnificent rev- 
olution in the state’s fiscal conduct are 
these: 

Georgia bonds henceforth will be even 
. more a gilt-edged investment than before. 
Capital generally will be attracted to 


Georgia as a state administered on sound 
business principles, with equity to all. 

We commend the example of Georgia to 
Alabama. Already the governor of Virginia 
has recommended to that state tax legisla- 
tion paralleling Georgia’s new act. 

In conferring upon Georgia a distinction 
almost unique among southern states, the 
legislature and the governor have wrought

TO CONGRESS: ““ENOUGH DONE”! 

With the vindication of the nation’s 
honor by the repeal of the Panama canal 
tolls subsidy congress achieves a construct- 
ive record approached by few of its prede- 
cessors, at least since the civil war. 

Since the Wilson administration assumed 
office, three great masterpieces in legisla- 


tion stand forth: 

1. Tariff reform. 

2. Currency reform. 

3. Undoing of the canal tolls blunder. 

The first measure has been agitated vir- 
tually for twenty-five years in this country. 

Even during the heyday of republican 
high protection, there persisted in many 
quarters the conviction that the system was 


economically unsound, and that sooner or 
later it must yield to substantial revision. 

The final victory of genuine tariff reform 
was accomplished only after a gruelling ses- 
sion, during which time and again only the 
leadership of Wilson and Clark and Under- 
wood and Bryan and men of similar note in 
the senate saved the party from wreck. 

That achievement would, solitarily, have 
been notable. 

It was capped by currency revision. 

Since the civil war there has been grow- 
ing in this country a demand for a scientific 
and not a panic-breeding currency system. 
Each administration has been too timid, too 
inert, too powerless to attack it. 

Then came the Wilson administration, 
and with it a congress with the nerve and 
initiative to give the nation that for which 
it had for decades been clamoring. 

Here, again, a precedent in achievement 
was fixed. 

As if in super-climax, we have had the 
tedious and dramatic fight over canal tolls, 
with final triumph for the democratic policy 
of non-subsidy. 

Any one of these three achievements 
would have justified the party in going be- 
fore the country and asking indorsement. 
Together, they should be irresistible. 


And they will be irresistible, if congress, 
mindful of when the country has had enough, 
mindful of the condition of business through- 
out the country, will rest on its laurels, go 
home and give business a chance.

To this day it is living in an atmosphere 
of uncertainty. 

Business thrives on uncertainty less than 
any other diet. 


It has stood admirably the two needed 
capital operations of the tariff and currency 
revisions. | 

But it has not yet recovered from their 
effects. 

It is unfair to business to expose it at 
this time to further radical operations. The 
patient has lost blood. Let him recuperate. 

The Constitution does not advocate the 
shelving of party pledges. It does advocate 
conservation of business. And the conserva- 
tion of business is incompatible with further 
tinkering with business at this time. There 
is no legislation so important that business is 
not more important. 


TECH’S PRACTICAL APPEAL. 


The inspiring week’s record made by the 
reorganization committee of Greater Tech, 
headed by J. R. A. Hobson, is set forth else- 
where. The promise of the week preceding 
is substantiated. The meeting fixed for to- 
morrow between the alumni of Tech and 
representative business men of Atlanta 
should give the movement an electrical 
impetus. 

It is not from the point of view of pride 
alone that the business men of Atlanta 
should feel an interest in insuring the quick 
success of the campaign looking to the ex- 
pansion of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology.

SOCIETY AND THE CHURCH. 


The Presbyterian Church of the United 
States (southern), at its recent gathering in 
Kansas City, accepted the report of the four 
principal Presbyterian bodies of the country 
vitalizing the obligation of the church to 
social service. | 

The report took cognizance of the in- 
creased functions of government with regard 
to the personal welfare of the individual, of 
the changing social status and of the de- 
mand in this day for standards and things 
that are concrete. “The church,” the report 
ran, “heretofore has concentrated its atten- 
tion on the souls of men. Henceforth, more 
attention should be paid to their bodies.” 

Sound sense and keen observation speak 
in the enunciation of this cardinal principle. 
One point of criticism more than any other

ligion within recent years, and that has been 
the failure of the church to chime with the 
practical thought and tendencies of the 
times. 

Forgetting the “higher criticism” and its 
obvious superficialities, it remains that to a 
large extent the church today appeals in the 
abstract where it should appeal in the con- 
crete. The splendid principles which did 
service in the day of our forefathers have 
not been adapted to the changed viewpoint 
of our day. Many preachers dilate on hypo- 
thetical evils, inveigh against commercial- 
ism and its uses, overlooking the great, vital 
problems with which the society of our day 
concerns itself. 

In the Sermon on the Mount and the 
other utterances during His lifetime Jesus 
Christ laid down a definite set of principles 
by which those who might wish to guide 
their service to their fellowmen might be 
governed. The sum total of these princi- 
ples constitutes the most perfect creed of 
social service yet framed. Applied with in- 
telligence, it may be interpreted‘ to fit any 
creed, all creeds, pensions to widows, child 
labor, the rehabilitation of inebriates, the 
care of the sick, the stamping out of crime— 
any and everything that pertains to the up- 
lift of humanity, under whatever title. 

The churches that engage in institutional 
work recognize these principles. More and 
more all churches will learn to see their 
bearing on practicai, militant Christianity. 
When the tendency is universal, we shall 
see the occasional charge of futility against 
the church satisfactorily answered, and we 
shall see the church taking its proper place 
in the twentieth century scheme of salvation, 
irrespective of denomination. 


GEORGIA IN ““MOVIES.”’ 


One of the most effectual advertisements 
the resources of Georgia have ever had will 
be through the exhibition of moving pictures 
representing this state at the San Francisco 
exposition. The Georgia commission in 
charge of Georgia’s representation already 
have made arrangements for the taking of 
the pictures, and it is probable there will be 
60 many applications by industries as to 
make effectual representation a difficulty. 

The “movie” offers today one of the best 
methods of education and publicity.. People 
may be impressed by the written or spoken 
description.

It will be 
attended by hundreds of thousands, marking 
as it does the historic event of the opening 
of the Panama canal. To have Georgia pic- 
tured in life itself to such throngs will be a 
feat of extreme value.

Mr. C. F. von Herrmann, god of the 
weather for Atlanta and the vicinity, has our 
profound admiration. With the sun beating 
down mercilessly and the scantiest raiment 
more of a burden than a conscience with a 
sore tooth, Mr. von Herrmann comes to the 
rescue with the bland assertion that the 
“month of July” will be most delightful. 

This is on the order of telling the ven- 
turous young man being chased by a bull, 
the foot race having begun at the far end of 
a 20-acre pasture, that if he can hold his own 
until the other side is reached he can climb 
the fence and make faces at the animal.

What are practically life 
posed upon two boys, one in Wisconsin and 
one in New Jersey, attracted attention. At 
St. Paul a boy of 20, a waif from childhood, 
out of work and hungry, held up a man and 
robbed him of $1.85 and an overcoat. Judge 
Orr sentenced him to forty years’ imprison- 
ment, saying, since the prisoner had pleaded 
guilty to first-degree robbery, there was 
nothing the court could do but impose that 
sentence. 

At Newark, Judge Martin sentenced a 
17-year-old boy to forty-five years at hard 
labor. The lad had served one term in the 
reformatory, had committed six burglaries 
and when arrested had a_ revolver with 
Which he intended to kill a policeman. The 
judicial theory in this case was that another 
four or five years’ term in the reformatory 
would simply turn him loose a full-fledged 
graduate from that school of crime. The 
long sentence will assure his probably life- 
long incarceration. 

There is something wrong with a system 
that produces results like these. In the 
Wisconsin case a humanitarian administra- 
tion of justice would have seen that the boy 
was not allowed to plead to a crime involv- 
ing such a penalty. The circumstances of 
the boy’s upbringing and his condition call- 
ed for reformative rather than punitive at- 
tention. Sending him to a reformatory might 
have turned him out like the Jersey youth, 
but why need to send him to prison? Should 
not a reputedly progressive and uplifting 
State like Wisconsin have some more en- 
lightened means of dealing with such cases?

mercial enterprises, will be rediscount- 
ed by the federal reserve banks from 
their members. The federal reserve 
banks will also act as fiscal agents for 
the government. 


INCREASE SHOWN 
IN INTEREST IN 
DOMESTIC SCIENCE 


Athens, Ga. June 
In the past year there has been the 
most remarkable increase in interest 
in the teaching of practical domestic 
science in the public schools, high 
schools of the state. Professor J. S. 
Stewart, of the department of second- 
ary education at the University of 
Georgia, here, is gratified at this won- 
derful advance. 

A year ago there were twenty-four 
high schools with regular courses in 
this state. There are now forty-nine— 
just one less than double the number 
of a year ago.

Houston on Tuesday. He said in part: 

“Your president respectfully  sub- 
mits, in lieu of am extended report, 
the following short synopsis of the 
work and progress of the association 
during the past year: 

“The report of the national 
tary shows a net gain for the year 
of 2,926 members. While the past 
year does not show as large a gain as 
1913, it has been one of unusual ac- 
tivity and epoch-making in other re- 
spects. We have paid in death claims 
and weekly indemnities 325,481.91, 
an increase over last year of $61,- 
644.98. Of this increase 25,209.38 
was paid in the month of April. When 
the present board organized there 
were pending 25 death claims, several 
having been in the process of settle- 
ment for several years. Settlement 
was effected in 18 uf these. claims,

amounting to $61,300.31. We lost 
three of our members in the destruc- 
tion by fire of the Missouri Athletic 
club.

It isn’t always easy to measure 
up just what is meant by the adage 
‘‘Goods Well Bought Are Half 


We are not sure just what the old 
guy with the philosophical mind was 
thinking of when he said: “Goods 
well bought are half sold,” says The 
Price Current. Most of us think he 
was talking solely of price. In light 
of recent developments in merchan- 
dising we are compelled to give an- 
other meaning to this sagely bit of 
advice. We would be pleased to know 
just what construction our wise fore- 
father would put upon this bit of wise 
commercial advice, if he were asked 
to explain just what he had in mind 
wihen he gave expression to this busl- 
ness maxim, which to forge their poli- 
cies to fit it. 

The dealer of today has to consider 
more than mere matters of price, when 
computing, whether goods are well or 
poorly bought. A dealer may have 
bought a piece of goods for 10 cents on 
the dollar of the regular selling price, 
and yet they may prove an expensive 
purchase to him. Take the instance of 
a dealer who is catering wholly to a 
rural community. Suppose he should 
lay in a heavy supply of sealskin coats. 
Unless he disposed of them to another 
merchant, who had a trade of that 
character, these coats would be dear 
to him at 10 cents on the dollar, be- 
cause his trade does not demand that 
sort of goods. 

Take the instance of a dealer who 
has bought small assortments of a 
widely diversified stock, with the idea 
of reordering from the nearby jobber 
last week. He was chuckling over the 
fine business he turned in—orders for 
nine carloads of goods, mostly wagons.

Truly the rise—in his case the literal 
one, for does he not hold the altitude 
record in this country?—of Gustav 
Hamel reads like a page out of some 
imaginative romance, for until three 
short years ago no one but his own 
circle of acquaintances ever had heard 
of this handsome young dare-devil, 
then barely turned 21. Nor has his 
recognition as the king of British fly- 
ers been a matter of luck. On the con- 
trary, it has been earned by such a 
series of aerial feats as few aviators in 
Europe, except, perhaps, Beaumont, 
Vedrines, Paulhan, and Hucks have 
to their credit. No other aviator has 
flown the channel as many times as he, 
nor any other except Pegoud, the 
Frenchman who first demonstrated 
that it could be done, performed _ the 
dangerous trick of upside down fly- 
ing, or looping the loop as often. Per- 
haps Hamel’s greatest accomplishment 
so far, however, was his non-stop 
fight with a passenger, an American 
by the way, from Dover to Cologne in 
making which he flew over five front- 
iers, and covered the distance in just 
over four hours, leaving the English 
seaport at 12:40 a. m., and coming down 
in the famous cathedral city on the 
Rhine at 4:58 p.m. All the way, more- 
over, he was bucking against a head 
wind and fighting adverse air currents, 
and while flying over the North Sea 
ran into the middle of a hailstorm 
which, for several minutes, looked like 
wrecking the machine. 


Heiress Flies With Him. 


The woman who has flown with 
Hamel more often. than any other is 
that most daring of all feminine pas- 
sengers, Miss Eleanor Trehawke Da- 
vies, the heiress of a wealthy London 
solicitor, who has been described with- 
out much exaggeration as “a woman 
without nerves.””
